in those from whom we aie descended, and 
m tint lespect even inferior to bly ru "i'ho 
Taming ot tlio bbrew,' who bragged that 
his family carne in ' with liichard tho Con- 
queror " 


The fact is, however, lint there never has 


existed a people who displayed such general 
Interest in finding out who were their foie- 
fiithers as tlio people of tho Unltcc. btates— 
at least those of English dcsceut. Such a 
result miaht hivo been expected from the 
general ditlusimi oi education An evidence 
ol this is seen in the publication by Mr J. 
W. Uouton, of tBis city, of a second edition 
ol a large book, which may bo called costly 
—for lo buy it takes a quarter eagle 
in 


this volume Mr John Camden Hotten has 
prrutpd the original "List of Emigrants lo 
America," from 1000 to 1700, preserved in 
tlyi istate Paper Depai tnient of her Majesty's 
Public Kecord Olhco in England. These 
lists declare what persons of quality, euii- 
yrants, religious exiles, political rebels, serv- 
ing men sold Jur a term ot yuars, appren 
tiees, stolen children, and others vvoiii from 
Great Britain to the Ameiican plantations 
dunu£ tlio ceutury afuiesai'J, with their 
ages, the localities where they formeilj Irved 
iu the ruotliei country, the names of the 
ships in wnich they embarked and other 
particulars. An index shows that there are 
moie than 12,000 namus mentioned lu the 
volume, and the records cover not ouly 
those who removed to New England, but 
Ibose also who settled in Virginia, t/arollna, 
the summer Islands, now called the Ber- 
mudas, Jamaica and other places. 'Ihe 
lavish v, ay in winch the book is made, with 
its thick paper, broad margins, handsome 
typography, and elegaant bindrng, is proof 
that the publisher expects lo be reimbursed 
by a widespread interest in the publication. 
And the tact of a hi si edition having been 
exhausted affords a fair presumption that 
he will not be disappointed. Auud the gen- 
eral good wrll whrch English wirters ou tho 
Unilod States show to it at pi«s-'nt, Ihcrc is 
no immediate prospect ol the old slrtnder 
being revived. But if any such writer shall 
be rash flnough hereafter to reyjve it, let 
some one immediately shy at him this bis 
book of Mr Boutou's, v, bicu Is heavy enough 
if well aimed, to knock down the stoutest 
"blarsted E ilisher" that ever crossed the 
Atlantic —K. Y. Mail.

last legislature of Massachusetts enacted a 
law entitling woman to vote for school offi- 
cers throughout tua State. Tbe Drst elec- 
tlou under the new law was held during the 
present 
mouth. Although many difficul- 


ties surrounded the preliminary act of reg- 
istration, they did not deter largo numbers 
of women from availing themselves of the 
opportunity of casting their ballots. All 
through tbe Stale;women registered their 
names within the prescribed time, aud wo- 
men voted at tbe subsequent election!. In 
various localities women were elected as 
members of the School Boards, and a live- 
ly interest was manifested in the new de- 
parture. The elections both in Boston and 
out of Boston are described as having been 
unusually quiet aud orderly. Sucb is the 
uniform testimony from all quarters. 
At 


many of the polling places smoking was 
entirely prohibited out of deference to the 
ladies, and at others it was not permitted 
till after twelve o'clock. 


Col. T. W. Iligglnson, who was elected 


to the legislature, says in a letter to the Wo- 
man's Journal, "At last my eyes bave seen 
a woman casting her ballot, and tbat in a 
Massachusetts city, under the shadow of 
Harvard College." 
Ho goes on to say, " It 


is curious to see bow the details, as well as 
the geneial course of events, come out as 
was predicted. How often has it been re- 
proachfully said,.' would you take your 
wife amid the dirt and disorder of a ware 
meeting? The advocates of Woman Suf 
frage have always said in answer, ' There 
will be no trouble. Once admit women 
and tho waid meeting will be purified in it: 
externals, like all other places to which men 
take their wives and sisters.' Kuowing thi 
1 was not in the least surprised, when en 
of our local leaders, an intelligent master 
mechanic, who hud never favored tbi 
movement, said to me, ' To morrow in 
ladies are coming, aud I have told tb 
warden he must be sure to have tbe roon 
washed and smoking forbidden.' Accon 
ingly the first thing that met my eyes wa 
a large placard in tho ball leading to tb 
ward-room, "smoking strictly prohibited 
Again, inside the room, tho same slgu wa 
conspicuous. This seemed to symboliz 
tbe gonoial state of things. It was an un 
usually exciting and closely matched cle< 
lion, but all was quiet and peaceful. * 
• • • Each of the new voters went u 
aud voted as if sbe bad done it all her lif 
without remark and without excitemen 
All tho supposed terror and iinpropriei 
disappeared. Tho thing that bad seemc 
so alarming in advance proved, when o» 
done, to be the merest trifle, 


I asked several ladies afterwards how 


seemed to them. One of tho vote distri 
utors said,' I bave stood for an hour iu 
ciowd waiting to pay my tax-bill at th 
City Hall; that was very disagreeable, b 
this has been very pleasant. Every bo< 
treats us well and seems to like to bave us 
here.' Another said it was much pleasant- 
er than tending table at a fair. Another 
preferred voting very much to paying her 
seini-annuul water-rate at the city treasur- 
er's office. 
Another said it did not take so 


long as to get her letters at the " General 
Delivery" of the post-office, on Suuday 
morning, and that sbe was moie 
civilly 


tteated by those around her, at the ward- 
room. In short, from the beginning to the 
end—from the lady who voted fiist, the 
widow of our great naturalist, to the very 
last who left tbe voting place, there was not 
a complaint ol' indecorum or incivility. 


In another letter Col. Higginsou says, 


" Tho mottling after the election, I asked a 
neighbor of mine whether his wife bad 
voted. ' No,' he said, ' she wished to vote, 
but I could not consent to it until I had 
seen how the change worked.' ' Shall you 
be ready to have her vote another year?1 I 
said. 
'Peifactly ready, was tbe answer, 


and I saw in his reply the feeling of many. 
We have at last got Woman Suffrage into 
actual operation iu Massachusetts, and 
though on a small scale, and under great 
disadvantages, it is still making a ' trial 
trip.'"

NEW AUD NOTABLE. 


—The Internal Revenue Depailmentare 


taking active measures to see if the law in 
reference to tbe destruction of stamps, &c is 
stiictly obeyed, and therefore we publish 
for the information of tax payers an ab- 
stract of the law upon tbe subject, to wit: 
As soon as a box containing cigars is 
emptied,\he stamp thereon must be utterly 
destroyed on all three sides of the box. 
Whenever a whiskey barrel ol other stamp- 
ed package of liquor is emptied, not only 
the stamps upon said barrel or package 
must be destroyed utterly, tbat is, entirely 
removed, hut all the marks and brands 
upon the barrel or package, must be entire- 
ly scraped off and obliterated. 
Whenever 


a beer barrel is emptied, the stamp must be 
entirely removed. Plug tobacco or fine cut 
can only bo sold from tbe original stamped 
package, and in no other way. Taxpayers 
had better pay strict attention to tbe above 
information, for It is the intention of the 
Revenue Officials to examine every place in 
the district, and through tbe county, to see 
if the law is obeyed, and whenever any 
person is found who has neglected to per- 
form the duty required of them by law.they 
will be at once handed over to the U. S. 
District Atloiney for prosecution under the 
law. No excuse whatever will be received 
for any neglect, as all taxpayers bave bad 
this information 
given them heretofore,

Dr. Joseph S. Longshore, who. died In 


Philadelphia, on tbe 5lh instant, and who 
was a native of this county, and many 
years a resident of it, was man of some note 
m his day. The Newtown Enterprise gives 
the following particulars of his life . The 
deceased was born in Middlotown, in 1SOO. 
At the ago of ten yaars he almost lost the 
use of one limb, which made locomotion 
difficult through all after life. At 24 be 
graduated in medicine at the University of 
Pennsylvania, located In Laugbouie, be- 
came popular for his skill, and had an ex- 
tensive practice 
Dunng this time, and 


about tho year 1842, he became an ardent, 
courageous advocate of total abstinence, 
exiciting violent opposition in Langhorne, 
which resulted In a prosecution for produc- 
ing riots, was convicted aud sentence'! by 
Judge Krause, at Doylestown, to pay a fine 
of $50 and costs of prosecution. Tbe 
friends of total abstinence from different 
places, collected and forwarded the funds to 
meet these demands 
Being a member of 


Friend's meeting, he was dealt with and 
disowned by them, on much the same 
charges. He appealed, and nas reinstated 
by the Quarterly meeting 
A detailed ac- 


count of both these tnals,with the opinions 
of jurists and commonls of the piess, were 
subsequently published in a pamphlet en- 
titled "Stoning the Prophet in the Nine- 
teenth Century," with the Chronicles, a 
seiies of articles written m tbe bcripture 
style by the late William H Johnson aud 
others. He wrote and published a small
